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little bit of recent Upland 
Bove was auctioned off last 
week. 


About 150 potential buyers 
crowded into the former banquet 
room of the Arbor Restaurant on July 
27 to claim parts of the business that 
sat on the northwest corner of Euclid 
Avenue and Foothill Boulevard for 
the past 17 years. 

From silverware to planters to a 
potbellied stove, 850 items were sold 
to the highest bidders. 

“It’s a funny feeling,’ owner 
Walter Rippe said as he watched 
friends, fellow restaurant owners and 
strangers buy the things he had 
bought for the Arbor over the years. 

Rippe appeared to be in good 
spirits and said the loss had not hit

him yet. 

“Not yet. Maybe tonight when 
everything’s gone,” he said. 

The owner closed the restaurant at 
the end of June, after he chose not 
to renew his lease for personal and 
financial reasons. 

“That was an investment of over 
17 years of my life,’ he said about 
the business, while the auctioneer 
sold a set of liquor bottles that 
resembled tin soldiers. ‘““And when 
you own arestaurant, it’s your whole 
life.” 

Several restauranteers showed up 
from area eateries like Sarafino’s and 
Rillo’s Restaurant to take home 
some equipment, artifacts or 
antiques. 

But Rippe said that most of the 





people were just old customers or 
residents that stopped by to pick up 
something of sentimental value — 
like a barstool or a picture they had 
noticed — or something for the 
kitchen. 


While he later concluded that the 
six-hour auction was a success, 
Rippe said it was hard to see some 
of the items go for a fraction of what 
he had paid for them. 


But the owner, who loves to 
collect old things and has filled his 
Upland home with them as well as 
the Arbor, was trying not to be 
sentimental. 

“| just about let it all go,” he said. 
“| kept a couple items.” 

A few pictures and an autographed

kept. 

The rest was lined up and stacked 
up, ready for sale. Already the 
restaurant looked the ghost of its 
former self, with bare walls and 
empty cupboards. 

Bidders walked freely through the 
dining rooms and kitchen, examining 
the wares. The tables, stripped of 
tablecloths, held silverware in 
cartons instead of neat table 
settings. 

But the next day the restaurant 
was even more bare. 

“Yesterday it was sold, but today 
everything disappeared and is being 
torn down,” Rippe said the next day.

Council disbands 
6 of 7 assessment 
districts in city

Citing their expense and use 
of staff time, the Upland City 
Council disbanded six of the 
city’s seven assessment 
districts last week. 

The action came at a hearing 
held to discuss the annual fees 
for the districts, which charged 
residents of certain areas for 
maintenance of such items as 
landscaping and road medians. 

The money to maintain those 
items will come out of the 
general fund from now on, Mayor 
Richard Anderson said. 

Although the districts brought 
in $8,600 last year, Assistant City 
Engineer Jane Briggs pointed 
out that $3,177 of it was shelled 
back out in administrative staff 
time. 

For the 1986-87 fiscal year the 
estimated cost of maintaining 
the districts with labor, utilities, 
equipment and related items 
alone would have been $8,600. 
Administrative costs are not 
included in that figure. 

Complete cost figures for 
1985-86 were not available. 

“Perhaps the use of these 
maintenance assessment 
districts and their existance 
represent ... acost that maybe 
were not worth the time 
involved. ...’’ Anderson said. 
Anderson said that although 





very few residents have 
complained, some felt the fees 
were unjust. 


“The discussion has been that 
it seems unfair because they 
happened to be there at that 
place and time that they should 
pay for something that benefits 
everybody,” he said. 


The one district that was 
preserved is located on the 
south side of 8th Street east of 
Mountain Avenue. The district 
was formed to provide steet 
sweeping and lighting, normally 
limited to public streets, on the 
private streets in the 
development. 


Because property owners in 
the assessment district 
specifically benefited from the 
services, the council kept it. 

Those residents will pay 
$31.83 in 1986-87, compared to 
$58.44 last year. Briggs said that 
the lower rate is the result of 
surplus money collected in the 
past two years. 

Similar surplus funds from the 
disbanded districts will be 
refunded to property owners 
through the mail, she said. 

Anderson noted that the 
council’s action does not 
preciude the council from 
reforming the assessment 
districts if needed or the 
formation of new ones.

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Boarded up house still ‘eyesore’ to neighbors

a result, said Denise Garland, 
crime prevention officer. 

Nelson’s efforts ‘‘help us to 
reduce residential burglary” in 
the city, she said, “by educating 
the residents that it’s going on 
right there in their 
neighborhood.

MRI technology 
is new technique 


for body 


By Kathy Hall 


A patient in an Upland hospital 
snoozed comfortably as his brain 
and spinal cord were scrutinized. 

Doctors were looking for 
minute changes in the tissues 
within the base of his brain 

When the proceedure was 
finished, the patien: was not 
wheeled into a post-op recovery 
room and there was nc 
intravenous tube dangled from 
his arm 

Instead, he sat up, stretched 
out his arms and yawned away 
the grogginess of a mid-day nap 

Until very recently, the secrets 
of the soft tissues of the inner 
human body could only be 
discovered with exploratory 
surgery 

Now, technology known as 
magnetic resonance imaging, or 
MRi, enables doctors to peer 
into human anatomy without the 
use of X-rays, injections or 
scalpels. 

San Antonio Community 
Hospital and Pomona Valley 
Community Hospital have each 
added MRI diagnostic services 
through regularly scheduled 
visits of a mobile MRi unit 

Officials at both hospitals say 
MRI is a giant technological step 
beyond computerized axial

tomography, or CAT scan, which 
uses X-rays to create 
computerized cross-section 
pictures of an area of the body 
Because MRI can distinguish 
between normal and abnormal 
tissue, it is said to be invaluable 
for diagnosing and treating 
cancer 

Kris Isaacs, spokeswoman for 
San Antonio Community 
Hospital, said MRI is aiso used 
to evaluate neck and spinal 
injuries and to diagnose 
conditions such as multiple 
sclerosis 

Another advantage of MRI is 
that it can ‘‘see”’ though bone, 
which makes it useful in treating 
diseases of bone marrow, the 
cardiovascular system and pelvic 
area 

The core of MRI technology is 
a seven-ton magnet which is 
shaped like a cylinder and 
measures eight feet long by six 
feet high. 

As the patient rests inside the 
cylinder, the magnet stimulates 
activity among hydrogen atoms 
in the body. 

The nuclei of those atoms line 
up in the same direction. When 
the MRI unit emits a radio signal 
a second magnetic field is 
created. This causes the nuclei 
to make a quarter turn

Lasting 
off-road 
memories 


RIVERSIDE — It wasn’t funny 
then, but fans still chuckle about 
the time Bobby Ferro missed a 
turn on the race course and 
woke up in the middle of the 
Riverside Freeway. 

Such are memories of 13 years 
SCORE International has been 
staging its Off Road World 
Championship at Riverside 
International Raceway. The 14th 
and probably final edition will be 
held next weekend at Riverside, 
a track which has announced its 
closing is scheduled at the end 
of this year. 

Among those scheduled t o 
compete include Greg George of 
Upland and Jim Fishback Jr. of 
Etiwanda. 

Ferro, a Hollywood stuntman 
and Baja 1000 champion, hit a 
bump, banged his head on the 
steering wheel and knocked 
himself out. The next thing he 
knew, he was facing freeway 
traffic. It was 1973, the first 
weekend of the first “gasoline 
crunch,” and spectators feared 
they might not have enough gas 
left in the tank to return home so 
they stayed away by the 
thousands. 

That was the last time there 
was a shortage of people on 
SCORE weekend at Riverside. 
The event has grown to the rank 
of a happening, leaving fans with 
lots of memories as well as the 
hope of a memorable upcoming 
race weekend. 

There were sights and sounds 
to remember. Boxer Ken Norton 
can still be seen in retrospect, 
standing in the back of a 
towtruck in 1978, waving to fans 
after his incredible backward 
end-over-end flip during a 
celebrity race. In the same race 
Marty Milner flipped, landed on 
his wheels and continued racing 
to finish third. 

With a sickening thump, a 
wheel came hurtling out of the 
sky in 1979 and fell onto the 
nose of a race care: driven by Bill 
Norgrove of Sunnyvale. It came 
from another care in the race, 
but nobody saw which one. 

Parnelli Jones took a joyride 
on the coure in 1973 after dark, 
and promoter Mickey Thompson 
raced after him in an attempt to 
pull him over. It might have been 
the best wheel-to-wheel duel of 
the day, but it resulted in getting 
Jones disqualified. 

Other truck drivers lobbied in 
1976 to have Walker Evans 
thrown out of their class. So he 
dutifully entered the two-seat 
unlimited race in his Chevrolet 
truck. On the first lap he got 
tangled in a multi-car pileup and 
a dunebuggy drove right over the 
top of his truck

rationale,’ he said, adding that 
his father cannot be aware of the 
“quiet diplomacy,” that the State 
Department tells their families 
about. 

“The State Department gives 
us reports on their actions,” he 
said. ‘‘They talk to third parties. 
They project into the future the 
effect of other political 
situations going on in the region 
and they, | think, hope that ina 
roundabout way that my father’s 
release will become an effect of 
something else that is going 
on.” 


“I think that my dad would 
perhaps feel better if he knew 
that the government was doing 
some things on his behalf under 
the term of quiet diplomacy,” he 
said. ‘But on the other hand, 
quiet diplomacy has released no 
one, so it might not make much 
difference. Why would that 
change your feeling of 
abandonment?” 


Paul Jacobsen said he is also 
frustrated by the United States’ 
refusal to negotiate because he 
believes it is based on a gut 
feeling that it will endanger more 
Americans abroad. 


“If evidence points to that — 
if the release of my dad through 
negotiation would endanger 
other Americans — | would 
never want anyone to go through 
what my family has had to go 
through and what the Jenco 
family has had to go through.” 


But he said that there is no 
historical evidence directly 
sonnecting negotiation and 
increased terrorist activities 


| have no evidence to support 
that,’ he said. “That's irrational 
to base a principle on a gut 
reaction.” 


If there’s no evidence | think 
we have to look at the people 
that are there and work on their 
behalf,’’ he added. 


| think they have aright to 

know why, what the rationale is 
behind it and the reasons for the 

yuld be the result, in part, of a 
physical fitness routine, Paul 
Jacobsen said. He said State 
Department representatives told 
him Jenco described a regimen 
that involved getting up early 
each morning and participating 
in some kind of exercise in their 
small room. 


‘They do it to try to reduce 
any kind of risk of atrophy and to 
keep their spirits up,” he said. 


But he said he believes the 
routine and companionship do 
little to ease his father's 
frustration over President 
Reagan's refusal to negotiate 
with their Lebanese captors.
